EDITORIAL COMMENT 


INTEMPERATE JOURNALISM 


TI7T ORE in pity than in contempt, the Journal 
*•* 
feels called upon at this time to pay heed 


to a violent article in the evening paper of Thurs- 


day. 
We are charitable enough to believe that 


the writer of the article in question permitted 
his temper to get the better of his judgment. 
There was apparently no attempt made to answer 
the statement of facts that presumably called 
forth the billingsgate. As a rule, the Journal 
does not believe the general public is interested 
in abusive personalities. They are generally re- 
garded as the last resort of a person who has 
no other means of defense and as a confession 
of weakness rather than strength. 
It requires 


no special training in journalism to acquire a 
vocabulary that would put a fishwoman to shame. 
Certainly they have no place in decent journal- 
ism and are only affected by those new to the ed- 
itorial tripod. It is true there are occasions when 
strong language is the only effective means of 
reaching some people, bur, in our opinion, should 
never be used b\ one member of the profession 
against another and- especially to the exclusion 
of the subject matter at issue. 


The article that caused the editor of our es- 


teemed contemporary to so far forget himself, 
contained the assertion that he was a very recent 
acquisition to the State and \ct he had assumed 
the right, simply because he had the power and 
the organ, to criticize men and their motives 
so scandalous!} as to bring down upon himself 
the condemnation of every right thinking man 
in the community. 
The Journal cannot bring 


itself to believe that either a public or private 
citizen should be made the target for unbridled 
criticism when he has no means of protecting 
himself. 
It is simply an abuse of the so-called 


"freedom of the press." It is liberty degenerated 
into license. The writer can assure the choleric 
young scribe that he has no intention of availing 
himself of the implied invitation to take his sat- 
isfaction out of the hide of his brother journal- 
ist. 
The disparity would be so great that it 


would necessitate a considerable reduction in av- 
oirdupois if the contest were made at all an equal 
one and the writer is not so bloodthirsty as to be- 
lieve tiie satisfaction derived would warrant the 
sacrifice either in flesh or dignity. 


With reference to that portion of his screed 


wherein he disclaims having been a party to per- 
mitting his name to be mentioned in connection

published in his columns. 


In conclusion, we will say'that the writer asks
